DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 6-30 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,419,789. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because as set forth in the Office Action, Paper No. 5.
